Support 
ors of the bons** hill have claimed all 
of the Democrats, but the speech of 
Mr. Tillman in the senate Monday i3 
said to have made them uncertain as 
to his vote and so 
far as known Mr. 
McLaurin has not made his position 
clear. 
If these Democratic votes are 
lost the bill could not he reported in 
Its present form. 
If one of the votes 
was lost the committee would he tied. 
as Senator Cullom cannot got here to 
vote on Friday and Senator Dolliver 
has been unable to arrange a pair in 
the committee.

of West Virginia, 
now the chairman of Hie senate com­ 
mittee on interstate commerce, having 
in charge the railway rate regulation 
bill, and Senator Arthur P. Gorman of 
Maryland, the Democratic 
leader of 
Hie senate, are directly charged with 
having caused violations of the inter­ 
state commerce laws and anti trust 
laws in a petition sent Representative 
Gillespie of Texas by the Bituminous 
Coal Trade League of Pennsylvania. 
The petition caused a sensation in 
tile house, and Representative Payne 
of New York fought for an hour lo pre­ 
vent its being printed in the Congres­ 
sional Record. 
He objected three times to giving 
unanimous consent to its being read, 
and even 
on a roll 
call it was 
sup­ 
pressed temi orarily by a vote of IOO 
to O f 
Former Senator Henry G. Davis of 
West Virginia, 
the 
father-in-law of 
Senator Elkins mid a cousin of Sena­ 
tor Gorman and vice presidential nomi­ 
nee of the Democratic party in DMH, 
is accused of being a party to these 
violations. 
Mr. Gillespie was granted time dur­ 
ing the consideration of the fortifica­ 
tions bill to get his petition in tile Rec­ 
ord, lint Mr. Payne objected. 
Unani­ 
mous consent was asked, and again 
Mr. Payne objected. 
.Just before ad­ 
journment Mr. Gillespie made another 
plea fen' unanimous consent, but again 
Mr. Payne objected. 
The petition not only charges the 
senators and Mr. Davis with having 
caused 
violations of the 
antitrust 
laws, but makes a strong case against 
tho Pennsylvania railroad. 
The petitioners 
say that 
Senator 
Gorman and Senator Elkins,, together 
with Henry Gassaway Davis, are joint 
owners 
of an enormous 
acreage of 
West Virginia 
soft coal 
lands and 
operate all the mines along the linos of 
the West Virginia Central railroad, 
which they control. 
The independent 
operators, the petition declares, are 
compelled to sell their output to one 
or the other of the 
operating com­ 
panies owned bv these men and known 
as the Davis Coal and Coke company 
and 
tho Davis 
Collieries 
company, 
otherwise they can get no cars or sid­ 
ing connections 
with which 
to get 
their production to market.
